81n,—I wish people who take to moralis- 
ing and dogmatising on statistics would tako 
- pains to verify their figures, ao as to avoid 
the risk of talking ‘nonsense, I observed 
in the Daily Pros of yesterday an article 
on the mortality statistics, in which some 
glaring and vory misloading mistakes occur- 
rod, Its there-stated. that. tha death rate 
of last year in the British and foreign com- 
munity was 80+per cont, higher than tho 
average for the previous. 10 years. The 
death rate Inst year, aceording to the Re- 
gistrar Goneral’s returns, was 23.41 ‘per 
thousand among the British and. forcign 
community,—a high figure-I admit, but it 
ia not 30 Zemoyo than the average of the 
last "10 years. “I da not know what the 
Registrar's figuros for..the first half of this 
year oro, but I suppose they will show, o 
slight increase even on last yar. This is, 
however, what wight have beon expected, 
when the sovority, of the small-pox opidomis 
in remembered. It was owing to this opi- 
demic and also in somo measure to the ex- 
ceptionally numorous cases of fever that ace 
-eutred of the ond of tho. year that the 
figuroa of last year were awelled ont,. T ob- 
serve that the Jast quarter of 1887 is-almoat 
entirely responsiblo for the increased doath 
rate. ‘The rate frony October to Decomber 
was 29.18, which is far above the normal 
rate. Had it not been for this the death-rato 
in 1887 would have,been about the same as 
in 1885, when it was 20.90. To the same
